A ft cM&crf by Me Zrjuhfvre of tin Stefe •/ Mrvaeta:

SECTION 1. That for the purpose of constructing a rail-
rotd from tbo City of Hastings, in the County of Dakota, in Atfiority
tho State aforesaid, to a point of junction on the line of the1"*"00*"
Minneapolis and Cedar valley Railroad, the Council of the
said city shall have power to iasuo bonds under the cor-
porate seal of tho city, and tho signatures of the Jfayor and
the City Clerk, to an amount not to exceed the sum of sev-
enty five thousand dollars ($76,000), to be leaned in such
denominctions, and to bo payable at auch timeb and places
as shall be by tho said Council determined, and to bear in-
terest at tho rate of eight per cant per annnm, payable
semi-annnally.

SH. 2. That the said Council shall have power to loan, Ptfwcrtodh.
pledge, hopothocate, negotiate, Hell and dispose of, and in pa* of bond*
any other manner whatsovor, to apply tho said bonds for the
purpose aforesaid.

Sic. S. That before any issue of bonds by the City Oonn-vota oToitt
en for tho purpose aforesaid, the said Council shall, and are •» tobs to-
hereby empowered to, authorize by ordinance an election tokn

be held by tho qualified electors of tbo laid city, to deter-
mine whether the credit of tbo said city shall be loaned for
the purpose aforesaid. The said ordinance shall declare the
aggregate amount of bonds to bo Issued—tho time and
puce of payment of the same, and the day of the said elec-
tion. Kvcry such election riall be held at tho places, and
in the manner, and the inspection, counting an I return cf
the votes thereat, shall likewise be made, in the manner
provided by law for the annual election of the officers of
the said city, and every elector qualified to vote at such an-
nual olootiun, shall bo entitled to vote at each and every
election hcrrin provided fur.

Bra 4. That on the ballot to be cast by the voters at
every election, herein provided fur, shall bo written or
printed tho words. "For the Loan," or u Against the Loan,"
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and a majority of affirmative votes as aforesaid shall be
held to authorize tho loan of tho credit of the city, for the
purpose and in the manner in this Act declared.

SKO. 5. This Act shall be in force from the date of ita
passage.
